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—A cash handling machine, such as a vending machine, includes various components, 
such as cash store, that are located within the housing. The machine is operable in a normal 
mode, in which a credit value is accumulated in response to cash received, and a float mode in 
which cash received is directed to the cash store without giving credit to the user. The machine 
can be switched between the normal mode and the float mode in response to an operation by a 
person, wherein the operation can be performed by the person without the person having access 
to internal components of the machine. -
